NICOSIA (AP) — Iraq said its warplanes 
bombed Iranian troops and industrial 
targets in 15 raids on Wednesday, the third 
day of sustained air attacks involving scores 
of aircraft 


Iraq’s air force commander 
vowed his jets would continue to 
hit Iran's economic lifelines and 
added: “No Iranian will be safe 
from our burning fire, which is 
awaiting any aggressor.” 

Baghdad Radio, monitored in 
Nicosia, said die jets attacked 
troop concentrations and 
transport bubs in Sumar and 
Slush tar in Western Iran, and 
Dezful farther south. 

- In other raids, Iraqi jets hit the 
oil refinery and power station in 
the western city of Kermanshah, 
also known as Bakhtaran, as well 
as a Hawk anti-aircraft missile 
battery. 

Iran says at least 275 people 
have been killed since Sunday in 
Iraqi air raids on Bakbtaran and 
the nearby city of Islamabad-e 
Gharb. 

The air blitz came amid 
indications the Iranians may be 


preparing to launch their 
long-heralded "final offensive." 
They reportedly have massed 
more than 650,000 troops along 
the war front. 

Iran said Iraqi jels bombed a 
cargo ship impounded by Iran. 

Tehran's Islamic Republic 
News Agency, also monitored in 
Nioosia, said two Iranian coast 
guardsmen were seriously 
wounded in the attack on the Ibn 
Ai Beitar, moored at an 
unspecified Iran bn port. 

The ship's bridge and engine 
room were heavily damaged and 
the 23 ,61 S-toone freighter was 
“about to sink" because its hull 
was holed, the agency said. 

The oommander of Iraq's air 
force, Air Marshal Hamid 
Shaaban, said his jets had "the 
potential to hit any target 
anywhere in Iran and destroy it." 

In an interview in this week's 


issue of the Iraqi weekly magazine 
Alif Baa, Marshal Shaaban 
denied that Iraqi warplanes 
landed in a Gulf Arab country to 
refuel after bombing Iran's Larak 
oil terminal last month. 

Marshal Shaaban said Iraq 
would continue its air blitz on 
Iran's economy and would strike 
at any alternative outlets built by 
Iran to export its oil. 

"No Iranian will be safe from 
our burning Ore, which is awaiting 
any aggressor." he told the 
magazine. 

The Iranian News Agency said 
Kurdish rebels in northern Iraq, 
backed by Iran bn Revolutionary 
Guards, killed 60 Iraqi troops who 
were trying to retake heights in 
Dohuk province earlier this week. 

Il said the heights are occupied 
by anti-government rebels backed 
by Iranian Revolutionary Guards. 

Iranian warplanes bombed 
military and economic targets in 
northern Iraq on Wednesday, the 
agency said. It said the 
fighter-bombers “heavily 
pounded" targets in the town of 
Diana. 

There was no comment from 
Iraq on the Iranian claims.

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BEIRUT (Agencies) — A 
clandestine group on Wednesday 
freed one of two French hostages 
ft has been holding in Lebanon for 
more than 290 days, witnesses 
quoted by news age neks said. 

They said Aure] Cornea, 54, a 
soundman for the French 
television station Antenne-2, 

. wsdked- oito ihe^Beau Rivage

hpur affiir a 1500 GMT deadline 
set by the kidnappers. 

Mr. Cornea, who appeared 
haggard and bearded, told 
reporters he was set free about 
200 metres from the hotel. 

Witnesses said Mr. Cornea was 
met by French embassy security 
guards who had been waiting in 
front of the hoteL “He is now 
inside one of the embassy cars.” 
one witness said. 

Syrian security men were also 
present at the hotel and were 
talking to the French guards, they 
said. 

The bespectacled Cornea, was 
dropped by a black 
Mercedes-Benz about 200 metres 
from the hotel in west Beirut's 
Ramlet Al Baida district in front 
of the Hariri Foundation 
headquarters, witnesses told AP. 

Two Hariri employees 
recognised Mr. Cornea and 
walked him to the Beau Rivage, 
where newsmen and 
photographers rushed to 
interview him. 

But French embassy 
bodyguards took hold of the freed' 
hostage and put him in a French 
embassy grey metallic Peugeot 
that was quickly cordoned oft by 


French and Syrian security men. 
witnesses said. 

In Paris, the Foreign Ministry 
did not immediately confirm Mr. 
Cornea's release. 

'-Official sources told AP Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac's 
diplomatic adviser, Francois 
Bujon jde l'Estang, and other 
vFreoch officials ilew to Laruacam 
Cyprus on Wednesday. 

A statement by the 
Revolutionary Justice 
Organisation, delivered to an 
international news agency in 
Beirut, said French, Syrian and 
Iranian officials should gather at 
the Beau Rivage hotel for the 
release. 

The statement was issued after 
sources at Larnaca airport 
reported the arrival of two French 
military aircraft from Tehran. 

Reporters chasing the convoy 
said Mr. Cornea was first taken to 
the headquarters of Syrian army 
observers in charge of west 
Beirut's security a block from the 
Beau Rivage- 

Reporters saw an unidentified 
Syrian army colonel climbing into 
Mr. Cornea's car and then the 
convoy again sped away. The 
reporters lost track of the convoy 
in traffic-jammed seaside 
Raouche district. 

The French embassy refused to 
give any information about Mr. 
Cornea’s whereabouts. 

Mr. Cornea was the third 
French hostage to be released in 
Lebanon since the outbreak of the 
scandal over the U.S. secret arms 
sales to Iran in November. 

The previous two were Camille 


Son tag. 85. a retired car dealer, 
and Marcel Coudari, 56. Their 
release Nov. 10 coincided with the 
beginning of the Irangate 
disclosures. 

Both Mr. Son tag and Mr. 
Coudari also were held by the 
Revolutionary Justice 
Organisation, which is believed 
made up of Shi'ites loyal to Iran's 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. 

Mr. Cornea’s release leaves 
Antenne-2 lighting engineer 
Jean-Louis Normandinastheonly 
French hostage in Revolutionary 
Justice Organisation captivity. 

Mr. Cornea and Mr. 
Normandin were part of a 
four-man Antenne-2 crew 
snatched by the group after 
covering a mass rally for the 
Iranian -backed militant faction, 
Hizbollah, or Party of God. 

The other two hostages, 
correspondent Phiiipe Rochot, 
39, and cameraman George 
Hansen, 45, were freed last June 
20 . 

Wednesday's release coincided 
with the return home from Iran of 
a French mission after two days of 
discussions aimed at resolving 
financial difficulties which are 
hindering a return to normal 
relations between Paris and 
Tehran. 

French officials said the talks 
had provided a useful exchange of 
views. 

The talks were the first since 
France repaid 5>330 million in part 
settlement of SI billionloan made 
to France’s atomic energy 
commission in 1975. 


‘ Casey memo reveals Iran deal 
was in exchange for hostages 9 
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NEW YORK (AP) - In a 
memorandum written at the 
beginning of US. arms sales to 
Iran, CIA Director William Casey 
said the US. was selling the arms 
in exchange for the release of 
hostages, according to an official 
quoted by the New York Tones in 
its Wednesday editions. 

Die memo further said that if 
die secre t arms sales were publidy 
revealed. President Ronald 
Reagan would describe them as a 
political opening rather than an 
arms-for-hostages trade, 
according to the official. 

The Tunes said its source was a 
high-ranking official who said be 
had seen the memo, but also 
quoted another senior official who 
doubted the memo's e xi stence. A 


White House spokesman said a 
search had a failed to turn up the 
document. 

The official could not 
remember the exact date of the 
memo, but . said it was written 
about a year ago. The official 
paraphrased it and said it 
described Mr- Reagan as “laking 
the attitude that we can 
retroactively explain it (foe arms 
deal) as an opening to Iran,” the 
Times said. 

President Reagan has said that 
the arms sales were part of a 
diplomatic effort to - improve 


relations with Iran, and were not 
meant primarily to secure the 
release of U.S. hostages held in 
Lebanon. 

The newspaper said it was 
unable to learn to whom the 
memo was addressed, and quoted 
officials as saying chat it may 
have been written for Mr. Casey's 
filesorby a subordinate under Mr. 
Casey's name. 

The Times said one 
congressional official who has 
read many other Casey memos 
called it out of character. The 
Times quoted the official as saying 
that in other documents Mr. Casey 
argued in favour of improving 
U -Iran relations. 

Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) spokeswoman Kathy 
Pherson, reached by the 
Associated Press, declined to 
comment on foe Times report. 
White House spokesman Marie 
Weinberg said, “a document 
review by White House officials 
has not turned up this document.*' 

A senior White House official 
contacted by foe Times said he 
didn’t believe the memo exists, 
and foe newspaper said that White 
House Counsel Better Wallison 
had been inspecting hundreds of 
th mtjanris pf documents but had 

failed to turn it up. 

The White House official said 


the arms sales were intended to 
improve relations with Iran, but 
added, “it may be that other 
people at the working level had 
other conceptions or other 
agendas and used the memo 
route.''

Bethlehem 
marks 20th 
Christmas 
under 
shadow of 
occupation 

BETHLEHEM, occupied West 
Bank (Agencies) — Soldiers 
carrying automatic weapons 
patrolled the streets and 
conducted house-to-house 
searches as pilgrims celebrated 
Christmas eve with marching 
bands and bagpipes in the town 
of Jesus' birth. 

As Bethlehem marked its 
20th Christmas under Israeli 
occupation, Israeli security 
measures were tighter than 
usual after three weeks of 
Palestinian protests in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip in which four Palestinians 


w r 


"The soldiers have been 
searching houses since Sunday. 
I don't remember this ever 
happening at Christmas since I 
have been mayor,*' said Mayor 
Elias Frey, who was elected in 
1972. 

Mr. Frey told AP that for the 
first time ever, he was asked to 
show bis identity card by a 
soldier at one of the dozens of 
checkpoints leading into 
Manger Square. 

In foe square opposite the 
ancient Church of the Nativity, 
a 40-foot tree twmkled with 
lights as Israeli soldiers kept 
watch from the rooftops. Sonic 
booms came from overhead as 
Israeli jetfighters swooped by. 
Army helicopters also circled 
the town. 

Some 1 ,000 khaki-dad scouts 
wearhig red berets marched in 
Manger Square, some beathig 
drums and playing “Jingle 
Bells** on bagpipes. 

Warm sunshine bathed 
Manger Square as the 
patriarchs donned scarlet 
vestments and strode between, 
columns of priests into the 
church to celebrate afternoon 
mass. The procession was led 
by the Roman Catholic 
patriarch of Jerusalem, 
Giacomo Giuseppe Bdtritti. 

Fewer pilgrims appeared to 
be in foe town this year and 
Israeli officials said many 
American tourists were staying 
away because of fears of 
guerrilla attack. 

Celebrations of the birth of 
Jesus are highlighted by the 
Latin Christinas eve midnight 
mass in St. Catherine's Church 
adjacent to the Church of the 
Nativity. 

Military roadblocks sealed 
off Bethlehem to private 
vdifeles. Pilgrims were shuttled 
to the town from Jerusalem 
aboard special buses 
accompanied by armed guards. 

Many of the 
submach begun -to ting soldiers 
guarding the holy places and 
patrolling the narrow 
cobblestone alleyways of the 
ancient Arab market were not 
yet born when Israel occupied 
the West Bank in 1967. 

“I am surprised to see so 
many soldiers with guns when 
this is supposed to be such a 
holy place. It’s really amazing 
to go outside the church and to 
see the sign which says ‘no arms 
permitted in the church* said 
Gilfian Serman, a tourist from 
London. 

Mr. Freij, a Greek 
Orthodox, told reporters that 
Bethlehem's eternal message 
was peace on earth, and called 
for greater efforts to achieve 
peace between Jews and Arabs 
in the Middle East. 

“People in the Middle East 
are suffering," be said, calling 
for “a total truce for ail kinds of 
violence.” He also said Israel 
should freeze the development 
of Jewidi settlement in the 
occupied West Bank. 

“I personally condemn and 
regret all acts of violence from 
any side against innocent 
people,** he said. “I strongly 
endorse and support the 
principle of peaceful 
coexistence In die Holy Land 
between Arab and Jews and 
Arabs and Israelis. 

“I take thisopportmiity from 
the fittie town of Bethlehem to

CAIRO (Age odes) — Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak and 
Jordanian Foreign Minister Taher 
AI Masri held talks in Alexandria 
on Wednesday and an Egyptian 
Foreign Ministry statement said 
following the talks that Egypt and 

Jordan were in complete 
agreement on issues to be 
discussed at next month's Islamic 
summit in Kuwait. 

Mr. Masri told the Jordan News 
Agency, Petra, in Cairo that 
President Mubarak praised the 
efforts being made by His Majesty 
King Hussein to settle Arab 
differences and unite Arab 
positions and efforts in the face of 
dangers facing the Arab Nation. 

President Mubarak also 
expressed his pride in relations 
between the two countries, Petra 
said. 

Mr. Masri said the meeting, 
which was attended by Egyptian 
Deputy Prime Minister and 
Foreign Minister Esmat Abdul 
Meguid and Jordanian 
Ambassador m Cairo Hussein Al 
Hama mi. reviewed all issues of 


concern to both countries and the 
latest development in the Arab 
arena. 

Official talks began between 
Mr. Masri and Dr. Abdul Meguid 
in Cairo later Wednesday. Mr.

Israeli troops attack S. Lebanon 
village; helicopter said shot down 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Israeli 
soldiers aad battle helicopters 
attacked a village in South 
Lebanon on Wednesday and a 
Lebanese resistance group said 
one of the helicopter gunships 
were shot down. 

In Tel Aviv, the Israeli army 
said Israeli soldiers supported by 
attack helicopters ventured north 
of an kraeli-oestgnated “security 
zone” in South Lebanon on 
Wednesday to attack “guerrilla” 
installations. 

It was the first time in 10 
months the army has announced 
that it has carried out a ground 
operation beyond foe "security 
zone" it has maintained in 
South Lebanon since withdrawing 
the bulk of its troop in June 1985. 

In a statement issued here, the 
Islamic Resistance Front said its 
fighters shot down an Israeli 
helicopter with a SAM-7 
ground-to-air missile. The Israeli 
army denied the claim. 

Thr attack took place at the 
village of Maidun, three 
kilometres north of the 10-to-16 


kilometre-wide “security zone.” 
The area is patrolled by 
militiamen from the mostly 
Christian South Lebanon Army 
(SLA) backed by about 1,000 
Israeli troops. 

Military officials said resistance 
men, whom they did not identify, 
used the village as a base for 
ope ratio os. The soldiers fired at 
buildings' occupied by guerrillas 
and also destroyed two vehicles, 
one carrying a heavy machine 
gun, said the officials. 

An army spokesman said two 
vehicles were damaged in the 
attack. 

Israeli troops last advanced 
north of the "security zone’’ in 
June when they opened fire on 
what the army called a cell of 
infiltrators and killed one 
guerrilla. 

Israel has carried out IS air 
raids on Lebanon this year. On 
Dec. 11, Israeli planes bombed 
targets north of Tripoli in north 
Lebanon. 

Israel says it withdrew the bulk 
of its troops from Lebanon in June 


1985 after a costly three-year 
occupation, but left hundreds of 
troops and plainclothes agents 
behind to patrol foe “security 
zone." 

Rockets damage school 

Earlier Wednesday, police in 
Tyre, South Lebanon, said two 
students were wounded whet 
their Hizboilah (Party of God) 
seminary was hit by four rockets 
fired from an SLA militia post 

The attack was foe eighth on the 
school in almost a year. The last 
one six weeks ago injured 15 
students and damaged three 
stories of the building, residents 
said. 

School supervisor Sheikh 
Abdul Muuem Muhannah told 
Reuters foe rockets were fired 
from positions manned by Israeli 
soldiers and the SLA militia. 

The top floor of the four-storey 
school at Skid iq ine village, east of 
Tyre, and Sheikh Muhannah’s 
nearby residence were completely 
destroyed, police said. 


Chinese students debate Sudanese 
tactics after Peking rally rebels ready 


PEKING (R) — Students in 
Peking and Shanghai debated 
tactics on Wednesday in their 
campaign for democracy, with a 
new rash of wall posters in the 
capital reflecting a bitter split 
between militants and moderates. 

Meanwhile, China moved to 
n. ita key demand of the students 
by giving nationwide media 
coverage for foe first time of 
demonstrations in Shanghai. 

Western diplomats said the 
leadership seemed undecided 
whether to crack down hard on 
future protests. 

Students at Peking’s Qingbua 
University argued in the -posters 
over whether to march again 
following Tuesday ni gh t’s parade 
by hundreds of their colleagues in 
which they defiantly passed 
through a police blockade. 

The author of a wall poster that 
helped to spark the parade said he 
disapproved of the poorly planned 
protest. 

Engineering undergraduate 
Fan Bo said be saw no point m 
further marches. 

"This movement has not been 
successful so for,” he said. “We 
are poorly organised and some 
people were much too reckless last 
nigh t- I won't personally be 
organising any marcies in future.” 

However, new posters on the 
Qinghua caucus praised students 
for ‘ ‘stand inn up for the fust time" 
and urged them to march again. 

The split seems to be a 
difference of political opinion as 
well as of methods. While some 
students in impromptu street 
debates Tuesday night were 
advocating a multi-party system of 
government. Fan Bo raid he did 
not oppose socialism or the 
Communist Party. 

“But everyone knows that 
reforms are necessary. I am not 


afraid to sign my name to posters 
because everything 1 do is legal.” 
he said. 

Other posters pul up on 
Tuesday attacked foe university 
authorities for tearing down 
student op in ions written on notice 
boards, while a university 
spokesman said unsigned posters 
would all be removed. 

"If someone wants to express 
his opinion, be should write his 
name. What are people afraid 
of?" he said.' 

The university authorities also 
accused "bad elements" from 
Shanghai and other parts of China 
of going to Peking earlier this 
week to agitate for unrest in the 
capital. 

Loudspeaker broadcasts at the 
Qinghua campus said the march 
Tuesday night had been the work 
of a tiny minority of misguided or 
malicious people. 

Many students at neighbouring 
Peking University said they were 
irritated at the attempt by the 
Qinghua students to cajole them 
into marching Tuesday night. 

“Very few Peking university 
students took part," said one 
student. “This is Qinghua's 
business, not ours." 

In Shanghai, most students, 
called what they described as a 
temporary trace and stayed off the 
streets as their leaders discussed 
new strategies after five days of 
public protests. 

Student sources said talks with 
university authorities were still 
dead locked but both sides seemed 
content with a truce for foe 
moment. 

The sources said some radical 
5 tu dents were pushing for 
renewed street protests later this 
week, while others favoured a 
suspension of rallies until after 
examinations early in January. 


for peace 
negotiations 

KHARTOUM (Rl - Sudanese 
rebels say they are prepared to 
enter peace talks with the 
Khartoum government on the 
basis of an accord reached last 
April with the National Alliance 
for Salvation, an alliance 
spokesman said Wednesday. 

The alliance, a forum of 
political parties and professional 
unions, claims responsibility for 
ousting former President Jaafar 
Numeiri by launching a wave of 
protests just before he was 
overthrown last year. 

The spokesman said leaders of 
the rebels in southern Sudan told 
foe alliance in a message dated 
Dec. 2 7 that peace talks should be 
based on the Koka Dam aooord. 

The accord calls for the 
abrogation of Islamic laws 
(Sharia) and defence pacts with 
Egypt and Libya, new 
parliamentary polls and a 
constitutional conference to reach 
a formula for economic and 
political power-sharing among 
Sudan's ethnic factions. 

Mr. Numeiri imposed Sharia in 
]y83. Prime Minister Sadeq Al 
Mahdi. who heads Sudan's first 
democratic ally -elec ted 
government since 1969. has said 
he will soon announce new laws to 
replace Sharia. 

Alliance sources said foe Sudan 
People's Liberation Movement 
(SPLM), the political wing of the 
Sudan People's Liberation Array 
(SPLA), insisted in its message 
that peace could only be achieved 
within foe framework of foe 
accord. 

The alFanoe has been trying to 
mediate an end to the 
three-year-old war between the 
rebels and troops in the south. 







Chad says Libya renewing 


raids on Tibesti mountains 


N’DJAMENA (R) — Libya launched an Intensive 
bo mbin g raid on former Chadian rebels in the 
northern town of Zouar Wednesday, official 
Chadian sources said. 


The sources told 'Reuters the 
town was on fire after the raids, 
which began at dawn. 

Chad has reported two other. 
Libyan raids since the weekend on 
towns in the rugged. Tibesti 
mountains, the stronghold of an 
esti m ated 3,000 troops loyal to 
former Chadian rebel and Libyan 
ally.Goukouni Oueddei, whonow 
badcs the government. 

Libya denies hav ing troops in 
Chad and there was no 
independent confirmation of the 
attacks from the isolated Tibesti 
area in the far north of the 


country. 

On Sunday. Chad said Libya 
bad lost over 400 men and 17 
tanks and its troops were put to 
flight in the town of Bardai. The 
following day it accused Libya of 
using napalm and toxic gas in 
another attack on Zouar. 

The United States announced 
last-week that it was rushing up to 
S15 million in military assistance 
to Chad’s President Hissene 
Habre to help repel Libyan 
attacks. 

Sources close to the U.S. 
embassy told Reuters that an 
American plane landed in 
N'Djamena on Monday with 
military supplies but declined to 
say whether further deliveries 
were imminent. 

A C-5 Galaxy aircraft has 
delivered US. vehicles, small 


arms and ammunition to 
forces trying to repel Libyan 
troops occupying a remote 
mountain region of northern 
Chad, the State Department said 
Tuesday. 

France, which used to rule 
Chad, parachuted several tonnes 
of food, ammunition and fuel into 

the Tibesti last week. It also has 
1 .200 men. Jaguar bombers and 
an air defence system in 
N’Djamena. 

But Chadian * officials denied 
Libyan claims that U.S. and 
French military aid had allowed 
Mr. Habre to send his troops north 
of the 16th parallel and attack 
“Chadian rebel forces.” 


The officials said the latest 
flare-up in die central African 
nation's civil war involved only 
Mr. Go uko uni’s Popular Armed 
Forces and Libya. 

Chad's official press criticised 
what it described as the 
indifference of the civilised world 
to the fate of Mr. Goukouni, who, 
it says is detained in Libya and is’ 
suffering “physical and moral 
torture." 


The press accused Libya of

trying to force Mr. Goukouiii, 
whom it backed until he joined 
forces with Mr. Habre last. 
October, to tell his men to lay 
down their arms and male**, peace 
with the Tripoli government 


Libya now backs another 
northern rebel leader, Acheikh 
Ibn Oumar. 

The official press said two 
Libyan officers were among the 
400 men killed at Bardai. Two of 
the bodies had been identified as 
Capt. Djamal Akieiiazikh Abdul 
Sal am and Capt. DahQ Mahamat 
Dahfl, it reported. 

The rapprochement between 
Mr. Habre and Mr. Goukouni, 
who used to be sworn enemies, is 
the latest twist in conflict which 
has raged intermittently for the 
last 20 years. 

. In Paris, the satirical weekly Le 
Canard Enchame said French 
paratroopers entered northern 
Chad last week to guide a 
parachute drop by two French 
transport planes Of ammunit ion, 
fuel and food supplies to former 
rebels -beleaguered by Libyan 
troops.' 

This would be the first time 
French troops had crossed north 
of the 16th parallel separating the 
government-held south from 
areas controlled by Libyans and 
their former rebel alfies. 

No official comment on the 
report was immediately available. 

Le Canard F.ncfiatne said a 
group of about 20 paratroopers 
entered an area controlled by Mr. 
Goukounfs forces where the 
parachute drop was to take place, 
between Zmiar and Bardai about 
1,000 kilome tres north of the 
capital, N’Djamena. 

It said the French troops then 
distributed the arms to Mr. 
Goukounfs soldiers.

Iranian opposition reports 
protests against Gulf war 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — An 
exfled Iranian opposition group 
said Wednesday mat more than 
8.000 people demonstrated 
against the Iran-Iraq war in the 
north eastern city of Mashad. 

The group, the People’s 
Mujahedeen, said the 
demonstratorsshouting“ Death to 
Khomeini" destroyed 10 vehicles 
belonging to the Revolutionary 
Guards during the protest earlier 
this month. 

The Mujahedeen, which made 
the claim m a telex issued by its 
office in Paris, said the 
demonstration continued for 
three hours despite attempts by 
the guards to quell it with tear gas. 


In another protest, more than 
2,000 militar y personnel and their 
relatives demonstrated against the 
war outside a garrison m the 
western city of Kerman shah last 
month, the Mujahedeen 


It said Revolutionary Guards 
“brutally attacked the defenceless 
protesters and &ot to death a 
warrant officer." 


More than 250 mothers of 
political prisoners demonstrated 
in front of the parliament building 
and the International Red Cross 
office in Tehran to protest the 
torture of detainees, the 
Mujahedeen said. It did not say 
when the protest took place.

lucrative for the farmers and so 
they have indulged in growing 
such profitable crops. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

Unification of health insurance studied 


AMMAN (Petra) — Health Minister Zaid Hamzeh chaired a 
meeting on Wednesday for heads and representatives of the 
private sector companies and corporations, during which they 
studied the unification of health insurance draft agreements. Dr. 
Hamzeh stressed the ministry's keenness on expanding its health 
services to benefit all citizens in the Kingdom. He also stressed the 
importance or un dying the health insurance agreements for 
private sector institutions to improve the standard of health 
services. 

PSD delegation briefed on civil defence 

AMMAN (Petra) — A delegation of Public Security Department 
(PSD) senior officers paid a visit Wednesday to the Civil Defence 
Department (CDD), where they were briefed by the CDD 
Director Lieutenant-General KJialcd AJ Tara woe h on the 
department's stages of development and its tasks. Lt.-Gen. 
Taiawneh pointed out that the CDD plans to train the public in 
the various civil defence measures. He also explained the 
importance of the early warning system which the department has 
recently introduced. The delegation was accompanied by the PSD 
Assistant Directors Major General Mohammad Obeidat and 
Major General Ghazi Jarrar. 

Survey reveals 355 charities in Jordan 

AMMAN (Petra) —A survey carried out by the General Union- 
of Voluntary Societies (GUVS) in the East Bank of Jordan 
reveals that the number of charitable societies now stands at 355 
in die country's eight go ve mo rates.

The survey has come up with information 
and data which will be useful for planners, researchers and policy 
makers alike, a GUVS spokesman said.

SAN FRANCISCO — Looking through Al Ahram of December 8, 1 
saw an astonishing political cartoon, it showed a puzzled Arab 
looking at three sold iers shooting together at an enemy behind a tree. 
The caption said "Arafat: Syria, Amal, and Israel against the 
Palestinians.’' 

Even more depressing was another piece datelined Amman which 
reported that by the year 2010 Israel plans to have 300 settlements 
on the West Bank and Gaza with a population of 1 300,000 Israelis. 
And that during the next 14 years Israel plans to force the emigration 
of some 300,000 Arabs from the West Bank. The article spoke of an 
Israeli plan to “empty csjC the West Bank of its Arab inhabitants." 

Not much appears in the American press about the terrible 
tragedies being experienced' by the Palestinian people. There are 
small items in the press about the fighting in Lebanon. And now 
reports have appeared about killings by Israeli occupation forces of 
young Palestinians on the West Bank. The main thing that obsesses 
the American media now about the Middle East is "Irangate." The 
Palestinians have been virtually foigotten. 

We have seen s mall articles now and then about the Israeli 
settlement strategy. Since there is a bousing shortage in Iaael itself, 
cheap housing is being built in the environs of major Israeli cities. It 
resembles the way suburbs have been growing fast in the environs of 
American cities. Here it is the farmers who lose or sell their land to 
the new suburbanites. On the West Bank, the new suburbs are being 
built at the cost of Arab land. 

We read that the unemployment rate among young Palestinians is 
extremely high. The Israelis prefer to employ cheap uneducated 


labour from the Gaza Strip. It is similar to the way Americans employ 
cheap Mexican labour or the South African whites employ cheap 
black labour. Pales tinians ., however, are enormously .eager for 
education. They are among the most educated people in the world. It 
is hard, even for the most brutal of ruling forces to prevent a people 
from becoming educated. But the Israeli military and police want 
these educated Palestinians to leave, go somewhere els:. 

Yet the heroic resistance of Palestinians in Lebanon shows that 
these people are not going to surrender. It is understandable that the 
Lebanese Shfa want the Palestinians to leave. South err. Lebanon is 
their land, and Palestine is the land of the Palestinians. Some day 
these battle-hardened Palestinians' are going to return to 

If Syria, Amal, and Israel are attacking the Palestinians, then who 
helps them? Certainly not Iran whose main concern is fighting Iraq. 
Certainly not the U3. Hardly the Soviet Union which seems to have 
been losing interest in the PLO. Not China which has been 
supporting Iran again . Not Fiance which too is moving closer to Iran. 
The European countries which in the 1970’s were mildly sympathetic 
to the ILO have backed away. 

The Palestinians seem to be all alone . Yet in World War n the Jews 
were abandoned by all and suffered millions of people killed by the 
Germans. Yet the Jewish people fought back heroically. It is a; 
tragedy that in so doing they had to oppress another suffering people, 
the felestinians. 

The Palestinians will emerge from this tragedy as a people and as a 
force. The political circumstances which have turned tbeir Arab 
brothers against them will chang e. What will too change is the

intelligence for Europe. He had 
direct responsibility for 
penetrating Nazi Germany with 
secret agents near the end of the 
war. 

"The OSS was exciting, 
challenging, high-spirited, 
mysterious,” he recalled later. 

Casey was a backroom political 
leader in the 1940s and later, too, 
as law partner and pal of the late 
Leonard Hall. Republican Party 
chairman under the late President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

In 1980, he took over as 
manager of what some thought 
was a flagging Reagan presidential 
campaign, winning high praise for 
helping bring about victory. 

People who see him only once 
or twice tend to comment on his 
mumbling speech and rather 
disheveled appearance, but foes 
have learned not to underestimate 
his intellect. 

Known as a fast learner on 
various issues, he is a voracious 
reader with 10,000 volumes on 
history and biography in his 
personal library. 

But he has had critics, too. 

Less than six months after he 
took the helm of the CIA in 1981 
he was enmeshed in criticism of his 
past business dealings and his 
management of the spy agency: 

Three years Inter he was 
criticised over the CIA's rain tog of 
Nicaraguan harbours. 

Then came congressional 
allegations that he had been 
involved in the Reagan 
campaign's acquisition of political 
material from the Carter White 

House during the 1980 
presidential campaign. 

And then it all died down. 

So did controversies over his 
personal finances as well as over 
CIA secret operations and 
preparations of a manual 
counseling Nicaraguan rebels in 
the "selective use of violence" to 
•■neurtralise’’ civilian officials. 

As for his private business 
dealings, "he has wheeled and 
dealed his way into a personal 
fortune, sometimes at the expense 
of 'his clients." Democratic 
senator William Pro x mire said as 
long ago as 1971, when Casey was 
up for confirmation to head the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

Casey was confirmed as SEC 
chairman by voice vote two days 
later. 

The talk of wheeling and 
deaiing continued for the next IS 
years with no apparent effect on 
Casey’s government. He did, 
however, move to put bis 
substantial stock holdings into a 

blind mist three years ago. 


As the I ran -contras crisis 
unfolded, Casey testified at length 
before Congress about the CIA's 
role in arms shipments to Iran.

In one sense, it is not much; in another sense, it is a tremendous 
lot. if only we would all do this, violence would be decreased, 
oppression would be lessened. A memory comes to me from 
childhood. A tub of water meant for drinking was standing by a 
neighbour's house. It was not very dean and the children as they 
passed nonchalantly threw in a handful of mud. I was about to do 
the same thing when the school teacher came up the road. ** What 
are you doing?" he asked. “Just throwing mud" 1 replied. 
"Why?", he next queried. As I did nor answer he continued. 
“That water is already dirty enough and there are two things you 
could do to help. First, you could pass by without throwing in 
more mud: and seoond. you could use that small bucket over there 
to bring some clean water and tip it in. That way you would dilute 
the dirty water and if all your friends do the same thing until it 
starts overflow ing , you would then help provide that woman with 
fresh water." The point is obvious. The individual is not helpless. 
Christmas is a feast of peace, it beckons us all to fill our smaller 
buckets with the clean water of peace in order to dilute the big 
caldron of water, churned blood-red by the oppression and 
violence in the world.

Once just a desert frolic, camel 
racing in the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) and other Gulf 
Arab states has become a serious 
competitive sport. 

Legs still fly wildly in a cloud of 
sand and camels still lumber 
across the finish line covered in 
white froth. But in today's races.

Prominent sheikhs, the sport's 
patrons, arrive at desert 
racetracks by helicopter while 
trainers watch the events on 
closed circuit TV and radio 
instructions to receivers strapped 
on the chests of their jockeys. 

In a bid to preserve part of their 
vanishing bedouin heritage, the 
region’s rulers are spending 
millions of dollars on racing 
circuits, prize money, and 

thoroughbred camels. 

Prizes at the main AI Wathba 
circuit, 30 miles from the capital 
Abu Dhabi, can exceed one 
million dirhams (S272.000) and a 
top thoroughbred camel can bring 
as much as 51 million to the 
bedouin tribesmen who breed 
them. 

"In the past camel races were 
for special occasions — like 
weddings and holidays — to 
celebrate and see which camel was 


the fastest," said Saeed Abu 
'Aathira, camel expert and 
author. 

"Now they are sponsored by the 
government to help people keep 
their camels and not lose their 
traditional way of life." 

The races begin after a line of 
club-wielding policemen lead a 
phalanx of 30-50 camels to the 
starting line, amid much shouting 
and tugging. 

The jockeys, some as young as 
five years and never more than 20 
kg in weight, nestle behind the 
hump carrying a bamboo cane in 
the right hand and rein in the left. 

Then they're off — with cheers, 
the cracking of canes and a 
television van out front for five 
coverage. The fastest can 
complete a five mile (eight km) 
course in about 15 minutes. 

Officials say there are some 
3.000 racing camels just in Abu 
Dhabi, the richest of seven UAE 
emirates. 

Most belong to UAE President 
Sheikh Zaid Bin Sultan AI 
Nahayan or other sheikhs of the 
ruling family who can afford the 
exorbitant cost of a well-bred 
camel. 

When a sheikh's camel wins a 
prize, he often distributes it as a 
bonus to his jockeys, trainers, and 
grooms. 

In what amounts to a form of 
tribal welfare payments, the Abu 
Dhabi government gives camel 
owners a yearly allowance of 200 
dirhams (554) per camel and 
subsidises the trade's water 
tankers, transport and workers. 

The payments ensure that after 
more than a decade of rapid 
modernisation, the camels stilt 
have a place in modem life. Their 
traditional role as the bedouin's 


sole source of milk, transport, 
meat and hides has all but 
disappeared. 

Today camel-racing supports 
not only breeders but jockeys, 
trainers and the equivalent of 
stable hands — young men from 
Pakistan, Oman, or Sudan who 
tend the camels from desert tents 
during the November- to- April 
racing season. 

Ten-year-old Pakistani jockey 
Jawad. dressed in a smart blue 
vinyl suit and cap. said he earned 
1 jOO dirhams (5410) a month 
riding Sheikh Zaid's camels. 

But trainer Saeed AI Amiri, 

who is also a third-year science 
student at Emirates University, 
says that despite the subsidies, 
camel racing is rarely profitable. 

“ My camel is good and I want it 
to win. It is not a question of 
money," he said, adding that his 
expenses last year far exceeded 
prize money. 

The races are often an occasion 
for sheikhs of different tribes to 
ger together. At AI Wathba. they 
sip aromatic Arabian coffee in the 
carpeted VIP lounge while 
dancers and musicians entertain 
the public with songs of praise for 
the camels. 

The track, built entirely for 
camels, has a grandstand seating 
.2.000 spectators. Races are run 
according to age, sex and origin 
overcricuits of 5 and 7.5 miles (8 
and 10 km). 

While soccer stfll appears to be 
the most popular sport among 
UAE youth, Saeed maintains that 
those with recent bedouin roots 
have not forgotten their camels. 

"I don't like soccer at all. The 
Prophet Mohammed enjoyed 
camel racing and so do we. It's 
part of our heritage," he said. 





Egyptians fear snooping’ in new census

CAIRO, Egypt — The 
government says its latest census 
wiU help it cope with the country* s 
swelling population. But many 
Egyptians fear the questions are 
too persona], and aim to boost tax 
collections in this country where 
tax evasion is common place . 

“One judge, an educated man 
living in the most affluent area of 
Cairo, pulled the enumerator into 
his house, accused her of being 
from the tax department and 
almost beat her,” said a statistics 
department employee. 

Despite repeated government 
assurances the census data will be 
kept secret, similar stories have 
appeared in the local press, 
usually in letters to the editor 
complaining about apparent 
government snooping. 

The government believes its 
11th national census will be a 
valuable source of information in 
its effort to Binit Egypt's swelling 
population of 51 mQfion. The 
population is grow ing at a rate of a 
milEon every eight months. 

Independent economic experts 
consider Egypt's birth rate among 
its most crucial problems, 
especially considering that the 
financially strapped country 
already has to import 60 per cent 
of its food. 

In announcing the census, 
which began in November, the 
bead of the central agency for 
public mobilisation and statistics 
said it would cost $36 mWSon. But 


Moukhtar Hallouda didn't 
mention it would as such question 
as: 

— How many wives does the 
husband have? Islam, the 
dominant faith in Egypt, allows a 
man to have four. 

— How many jobs do workers 
in the family bold? 

-What electrical appliances 
are in the household? 

“What has the presence of 
video cassette recorders in the 
house got io do with a population 
census?" asked housewife Mohga 
El Sayed.’ 1 It looks like it has 
something to do with the tax 
department.” 

The state-run television tries to 
assure viewers that census data 
will remain confidential. Daily 
three-minute spots show a pair of 
enumerators sitting comfortably 
in living rooms and completing 
forms with the residents in a 
relaxed atmosphere. 

"Don’t woriy, all this is strictly 
confidential,'’ a background voice 
says as the census-takers step out 
the door. 

Haliouda said in an interview 
char anybody who reveals the 
personal information collected in 
the census can go to jail for six 
months and be fined. 

“We’re not interested in 
individual inforooatioD,'’ be said. 
“We only use and supply to 
various ministries collective data 
for studies and preparation of 
national plans." 

Data collection is drawing to a 
close, and full results are nor- 


expected for two years. 
Census-taking began in 18S2,and 
the last national head count was in 
1976. 

Hallouda said the count is 
Egypt’s first such comprehensive 
census. 

Many Egyptians are afraid the 
government might try to use the 
personal financial data to reduce 
the number of people eligible for 
subsidies. 

The government has publicly 
discussed the need to reduce the 
SI. 47 billion a year it spends to 
make items like bread, sugar, 
cooking oiL water, electricity and 
gasoline affordable to a people 
whose average per capita income 
is S650 a year. 

Hallouda, however, denied rhe 
data could provide the 
information needed for such 
screening. 

“An individual expenditure 
survey would cost SI 00 million." 
he said. “It cannot be done 
through a national census. Our 
data can be used by the housing 
sector, or to eastablish fertility 
patterns of women and 
expenditure trends.” 

Indeed, rhe census for the first 
time is counting a lot more than 
people. 

There are questions about a 
household's source of water and 
electricity, its means of transport, 
the kind of dwelling — house, 
apartment, hut or tent. 
Census- takers ask about types of 
employment and the educational 
status of household members.

ADC objected to the distribution of a children's toy clad in an 
Arab headdress and wearing a name tag in Arabic, which was 
described in Coteco's promotional material as a "desert 
chieftain .''a “heartless terrorist." a "sneak." and as the leader of 
“a band of cutthroats and thieves'* who engage in "terrorist 
assaults on innocent villages.'' 

hi a statement released on November 25. ADC described 
Nomad as "a crude example of ethnic defamation targeted at the 
most impressionable segment of American society — children 
aged five and up." 

ADC further noted that the distribution and sale of the 
“Nomad'' doll encouraged “the perpetuation of racist stereotypes 
of Arabs at a time when Arab-ALinericans are experiencing a 
rising tide of discrimination and violence in this country ." 

ADC applauds Coleco's demonstration of sensitiviqr to the 
concerns of the Arab- American community. We hope that the 
American toy industry and Coleco will discontinue the prod action 
of all toys that predispose children to emulate violent and hateful 
role models.

King Fahd expected to confirm 
Nazer as Saudi oil minister 


JEDDAH (R) - King Fahd 
signalled that Sheikh Hisfaara 
Nazer bad been promoted to be 
Saudi Arabia’s full-fledged oil 
minister and analysts said 
Wednesday a decree formalising 
the appointment was expected 
soon. 

Reflecting satisfaction at the 
outcome of the last OPEC 
meeting in Geneva, King Fahd 
said Tuesday: "I congratulate the 
non-acting oil minister (Nazer). 
the oil minister who is not acting... 
he is oil minister.” 

Government sources said the 
king, speaking in colloquial 
Arabic at the opening of an oil 
refinery, meant what he said. Oil 
analysts anticipated a royal decree 
soon. 

Sheikh Nazer. 54. was named 
acting minister in October when 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani was 
dismissed after 22 years as 
minister. 

Planning minister since 1975. 
Sheikh Nazer has earned a 
reputation as a decisive negotiator 
who blends roughness with charm. 

He led the Saudi team at the 


recent OPEC meeting in Geneva, 
where delegates said he defended 
King Fahd’s prestige by pushing 
through output cuts to help to 
boost world oil prices. 

Saudi Arabia was architect of 
the OPEC accord announced last 
Saturday to return to fixed prices 
and in cut total group output by 
735 per cent to 153 million 
barrels per day for the first six 
months of 1987. 

Following King Fahd's remarks 
Tuesday in the east coast port of 
Jubail, one well-connected 
industry analyst said: “I am not 
surprised. The king was quite 
pleased by how- things went at ihc 
OPEC conference.” 

Diplomatic sources said the 
king's apparent decision to 
appoint Sheikh Nazer as full 
minister was in line with Saudi 
tradition. 

•’They (the Saudis) do not like 
continuous changes and it is hard 
to see them replacing Sheikh 
Nazer with another face.” one 
.source said. 

Some industry analysts had 
thought the prestigious oil 


portfolio might go to a member of 
the royal family. The names of 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud A1 
Faisal and Prince Bandar Ibn 
Sultan, ambassador to 
Washington, were mooted. 

But diplomatic sources said 
that, while the royal family 
guatded the sensitive security ami 
political portfolios for itself, it had 
shown readiness for commoners 
to retain economic posts, partly to 
please the kingdom's growing 
middle class. 

The analysts said Sheikh Nazer, 
responsible for economic plans 
covering a 20-year period to 1 99U. 
was likely to seek improved 
efficiency at the oQ ministry and 
the state oil organisation, 
Pctromin. 

King Fahd dismissed Petromin 
governor. Sheikh Abdul Hadi 
Taher last week but did not 
immediately name a permanent 
successor. 

The analysts said they did not 
expect any quick initiatives from 
Sheikh Nazer.agoodlistenerable 
to act decisively at the right 
moment. 


France set for strikebound Christmas 


PARIS (R) — France looked set 
for a strike plagued Christmas as 
industrial action on the railways, 
the Paris subway and in pons 
continued Wednesday affecting 
mail deliveries and shop sales. 

Railway booking clerks are 
demanding bonus payments for 
operating computers, pay talks 
between underground train 
drivers and management have 
broken off and seamen are 
striking against plans to 
restructure the French merchant 
fleet. 

The wave of protests, coming 
after similar actions by Air Inter 
pilots last week and by students 
earlier this month, marked the 
first major labour test for Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac's 
government. 

Unions at the state-owned gas 
and electricity utilities Wednesday 
threatened to strikeon Jan. 5 if the 
government refused to open 
negotiations on wages. 

Stranded or would-be train 
travellers were looking for 


alternative ways to reach their 
families. 

More than 200 extra flights 
were scheduled from Paris 
Wednesday and Thursday by the 
national Air Inter airline to help 
the estimated 1 .2 million 
Parisians. 

Private coach companies set up 
national services and the transport 
ministry told regional officials to 
charter buses. 

A traditionally heavy flow of 
Christmas mail was piling up at 
railway stations and Paris' 
department stores complained 
about flagging sales because of 
lack of public transport and the 
absence of visitors from the 
provinces. 

An official at the Prin temps 
store, already commercially hit by 
aspateofbombattacksin Paris in 
September, reported a 30 percent 
drop in sales from the same period 
last year. 

Only a skeleton service was 
operating on the national railway 
network and stoppages by 


administrative staff were reported 
in many regions. 

" Wecan resume negotiations at 
any moment," French railways 
(SNCF) chairman. Mr. Philippe 
Essig. said in a radio interview. 

But Mr. Louis Vkmnet. leader 
of the communist-led CGT union, 
said management came 
empty-handed at previous talks 
which broke down Tuesday. 

Social Affairs M in ister Philippe 
Seguin said Tuesday night: 
"Neither the government nor the 
SNCF management want to score 
a victory in this conflict.” 

But budget Minister Alain 
Juppe pledged the right-wing 
cabinet would not jeopardise its 
economic austerity policies by 
allowing sharp wage increases.

In Madrid, a Spanish national 
ra ilways spokesman said hundreds 
of passengers were stranded at the 
Fran co -Spanish border because of 
the seven rday French strike.

NEW YORK (R) — Tnmsworid 
Corp , said Tuesday it would sell its 
Hilton International hotel chain 
for $980 million to UAL, parent 
company of United Airlines, after 
it said th£ board of the Dutch state 
airline KLM backed out of a 
purchase agreement. Transworld 
announced last Thursday that it 
was selling Hilton International 
forS975 million and later said the 
tentative buyer was KLM. The 
KLM bid for the 90-hotel chain 
had taken analysts by surprise. 
They said KLM had not given any 
si gn s it was interested in widening 
the scope of its business and was 
already committed to financing a 
new fleet of planes. Under the 
agreement UAL wfll pay $6323 
million in cash, 2,546,102 shares 
of UAL common stock and 
1 0-year bonds with a face value of 
S200 million. 


Iraq announces large find 
of phosphate deposits 

BAGHDAD(AP) - Phosphate deposits of an estimated 3.5 billion 
tonnes have been discovered in Iraq, Industry and Mines Minister 
Subhi Yassin announced Tuesday. 

The deposits will make Iraq one of the world's major phosphate 
producers, he said. 

He added that the phosphate rocks were of the same kind now used' 
.by the Iraqi fertiliser industry and enough to keep it running for 700 
years at present production levels. 

He said Iraq’s current fertiliser production capacity is one milli on 
tonnes annually. 

Iraq, a major crude oil producer, is also rich in sulphur and other 
mineral deposits. 

Lebanese lira slides further 

BEIRUT (R) — The Lebanese pound slid further against the dollar 
Wednesday amid inflated demand for the American currency before 
the Christmas holiday, dealers said. 

"There is a frenzied demand for the dollar. People want to have 
dollars before Christmas.” said one dealer. 

The pound closed dawn two pounds at 7230/73.00 to the dollar 
compared with Tuesday’s dose of 7030/70.95. 

The Lebanese currency has lost more than 72 per cent of its 
international value this year.

The report said 15 heavily 
indebted countries, targeted by 
U3. Treasury Secretary James 
Baker for additional lending, 
repaid a net 83.4 billion instead 
during the first six months of this 
year. The 15 include the biggest 
debtors, such as Brazil. Argentina 
and Nigeria. 

Figures are published in the 
latest issue ot the fund's IMF 
Survey, dated Dec. 15. 

Paying back debt may seem like 
a sign of 'prosperity, but it is 
actually the opposite, said Mr. 
Robert Solomon, former director 
of international finance at the U.S. 
Federal Reserve Board. 

“Developing countries should 
not reduce their total debt, any 
more than big corporations do." 
he said. “They pay off individual 
debts, but then ihey borrow 
more." 

The purpose of the additional 
borrowing is to produce more 


goods, create new jobs and raise 
the standard of living by exploiting 
natural resources and building 
new factories- When money flow's 
back to the more developed 
countries, the poorer ones have 
less available for their own 
development. 

“It's a sign that something's 
wrong.” said Mr. Solomon, now- ^ 
guest scholar at the Brookings 
Institution. “We need something 
to supplement the Baker plan. 
That's why we're getting 
proposals like the BanJley plan to 
forgive some debts.” 

Mr. Baker last year asked for 
S29 billion in new lending to the 
15 debtor. 52U bilbon of it from 
the banks. In return, the debtor 
countries would adopt policies 
friendlier to private enterprise, 
under programmes worked out 
with the World Bank. A beginning 
was made by the M2 billion 
lending package for Mexico, 
approved this fall. 

There was some new lending to 
debtor countries by the banks 
during the first sLx months of 
1986. but the net repayment 
figure takes that into account: The 
repayments were larger than the 
new lending. 

Much of the new lending was 
what the IMF report called 
"concerted" loans. The banks 
make them only under pressure 


from the IMF and 
governments that own it. 

“Concerted'' lending in the first 
half of 1986 amounted to S1.6 
bilbon. the report said: SI. 2 
bilbon to Argentina. S200 million 
to Chile and S200 million to the 
Philippines. 

The impact of these movements 
on the total debt is small. Poor 
countries owe well over a trillion 
dollars, so the net repayment in 
the first half of 1986 is relatively 
smalL 

But the outflow from the poor 
countries was in addition to the 
much heavier pay meals of interest 
they make on the money they still 
owe. The World Bank estimated 
that at >58.5 billion for 1985. 

Another drain on poor 
countries' funds is that many 
prosperous people continue to 
lake their money to safe havens in 
the United States and elsewhere in 
what is called “capital flight.” 

"Repayments of international 
bank loans in the first half (of 
!98o> were accompanied by a 
large decline in bank deposits of 
developing countries — in the 
amount of b 1 7.8 bilbon." the IMF 
report went on. "The large 
withdrawal was in contrast to 
deposits of blU.2 billion the first 
half of 19S5." 

The combination of repayments 
to banks and the decline of 
deposits indicates that poor 
countries are tapping their 
reserves to keep up with interest 
payments, said Mr. William Cline, 
a senior fellow at the Institute for 
International Economics.

It is 
part of Japan's effort to recycle 
tensof billions of dollarslocked up 
in its huge trade surpluses. 

The United States. Europe and 
developing nations have all 
criticised Tokyo for not 
channelling the surplus where it is 
most needed, or for using overseas 
aid and foreign lending as a 
bridgehead into new markets for 
Japanese industry. 

Japan forecasts it will have an 
unprecedented $94 billion trade 
surplus b the fiscal year ending on 
March 31 , much more than ever 
piled up by any oQ exporting 
country during the last traffic jam 
of world capital in the 1970s. 


Of the new money, about S3 .6 
billion goes id the IMF to help 
developing nations run their 
macroeconomic policies. 

Another S2.6 billion is Japan's 
new contribution to the 
International Development 
Association (IDA), the arms of 
the World Bank that lends money 
with no strings attached. 

Japan had already agreed a $ 1 3 
biifion allocation to the Asian 
Development Bank’s loan fund. 

Finance ministry sources said 
around $2 biifion have also been 
earmarked for the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development (IBRD), the 
low-interest fund of die World 
B ank . Details are not yet public. 

The monies w01 be distributed 
over a period of several years. 
Noae wifi be in tied loans, 
meaning that the borrower need 
not buy Japanese when using the 
money. 

The government hopes these 
initiatives will persuade Japan's 
private banking sector, which 
holds the bulk of the trade profits, 
to drop their current fears over 
lending new money to the most 
indebted nations, such as Mexico. 

The finance min is try said that at 
end-September, Japan’s 
commercial banks had $24 billion 
in loans outstanding to the 36 
countries it designates as debtor 
nations. 

The government itself is split 


over raising the total of annual 
development aid next fiscal year. 

The finance ministry, 
concerned about balancing a very 
tight budget, wants to keep any 
rise to four per cent. 

The foreign ministry, more 
attentive to Japan’s overseas 
image, wants a 7.8 percent rise to 
about 670 billion yen ($42! 
biifion).

Meanwhile, the Japanese tariff 
council on Wednesday 
recommended adoption of a plan 
to expand preferential tariffs and 
erase import duties on some 
products from developing 
countries, a foreign ministiy 
official said. 

The plan was presented to 
Japanese Finance Minister Kncfai 
Miyazawa, who will submit the bill 
to the Diet for debate in February, 
the official said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

The plan would give certain 
industrial products a zero 
preferential tariff rate and raise by 
an average of 30 per cent import 
ce Dings under the generalised 
system of preferences (GSP). 
the official said. 

GSP is used by bdustriafised 
nations to reduce tariff rates for 
imports from developing 
countries.

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Union must take steps to counter 
the U5>. “Star Wars” project in 
order to ensure the invulnerability 
of its nuclear weapons, the 
commander of the Soviet Strategic 
Missile Forces said Wednesday. 

Yuri Maksimov told die weekly 
Moscow News that the project, 
formally known as the Strategic 
Defence Initiative (SDI), could 
comprise offensive space weapons 
capable of destroying Soviet 
intercontinental missiles within 
minutes. 

“In effect, this will be a new 
component of U.S. strategic 
offensive forward-based arms, 
deployed in outer space over the 
Soviet Union's territory,” Deputy 
Defence Minister Maksimov said. 

Discussing the Soviet freeze on 
Quclear weapons tests, he said: 
"There is no denying that our 
unilateral moratorium makes it 
rather difficult to perfect 
armaments, but we have to accept 
this for the sake of the common 
goal — ending the arms race and 
preserving peace on earth." 

His remarks were apparently 
made before the Soviet 
announcement last week that the 
test freeze would end after the first 
U5>. detonation next year. 

“The United Stares needs 
nuclear tests to create 
fundamentally qew, destructive 
arms as well as nuclear-pumped 
laser weapons,” Maksimov said. 

Asked tf SDI would increase the 
vulnerability of Soviet 
intercontinental ballistic missiles 
(ICMBs) he said: "Yes, it will 
increase if we do not take 


oounter-measures.” 

Echoing the confidence of 
senior Soviet scientists that 
Moscow would be able to find an 
effective answer to SDI. he said: 
“Our reply to the ‘Star Wars’ 
programme ran be incomparably 
simpler and cheaper." 

Giving examples of possible 
responses, he said the Soviet 
Union could oombine deployment 
of ICBMs with dummy missiles or 
launch ICBMs with a wide range 
of trajectories. 

Such measures would cause the 
space -based anti-missile system 
envisaged under SDI to squander 
its energy resources and lose its 
firepower, Maksimov said. 

Deployment of extra Sonet 
ICBMs, and the use of more 
warheads per missile, would cause 
a drastic decline in the abQi ty of an 
anti-missile system to intercept 
attacking weapons, he added. 

Soviet scientists have also 
talked of deploying space mines, 
land-based high -capacity lasers 
and clouds of “space shrapnel’ ’ 
winch could penetrate a defensive 
steel screen around an anti-missile 
station in space. 

Maksimov charged the United 
States is seeking the power to 
inflict a devastating first nuclear 
strike on die Soviet Union, but 
added: "In existing conditions of 
strategic parity, a crippling strike 
is impossible.”

Hospital spokesmen said no 
date has been determined for 
starting treatment. 

Doctors not connected with Mr. 
Casey’s case have said it has been 
clear since last Thursday that the 
tumour was cancerous and that it 
was unlikely all the cancer had 
been removed. 

Judging from the new 
description. Dr. Stuart Grossman. 

a cancer specialist with Johns 
Hopkins University Hospital in 
Baltimore, said on Tuesday, “it's 
cancer, it's malignant and 
unfortunately it does not have a 
good long-term prognosis." 

Dr. Grossman said most 
patients with illnesses such as Mr. 
•Casey s begm treatment within a 
week or two of their surgery. 


White youth attacked in 
fresh New York violence 


NEW YORK (AP) - Racial 
violence has flared again in a New 
York neighbourhood as a group of 
blacks beat a white youth in- 
retaliation for a weekend attack 
that left a black man dead. 

Meanwhile, in response to the 
weekend attack, a coalition of 
black organisations accused New 
York Governor Mario Cuomo 
and New York City Mayor 
Edward Koch of “gorss 
negligence in providing equal 
protection to the black 
community, in abating the racist 
climate of New York and 
( turning) back the tide of genocide 
against black people." 

Three whites were arraigned 
earlier Tuesday on murder 
charges in the weekend attack on 
three blacks in the white* 
neighbourhood of Howard Beach. 


One of the victims, Michael 
Griffith, was struck and killed by a 
car as he fled from attackers. 

On Tuesday afternoon, Jeffrey 
McCarthy, 17, was waiting for a 
bus in a mostly black 
neighbourhood when "a group of 
male blacks approached the victim 
chanting, 'Howard Beach, 
Howard Beach’,” said poiice 
officer Joseph McConville. 

One of a the attackers hit 
McCarthy in tire face, then the 
entire group began punching him.
